AN ACT o organize school district No. one, in the
town of Fond du Lac for special purposes.

Re rr NacTED by the Council and House of Represcatatives
GI the Territory of Wisconsin:

Secrion 1. That school district No. one, in the town of Fond
du Tac, as now established by the schocl commissioners of " said
town, is hereby organized into a separate school district for edu- i
cational purposes; and shall possess and enjoy all the powers of ::;f:,;fcm'
a_corporation, so far as is necessary fo carry out the objects of
this act; tobe known as the board of trustees of the Franklln
school; and by 1hat name may sue and be sued, plead and be irii-
plcnded defend and be defended in all courts of law or equity;
in all actions, suits, causesland compl.unts whalever, and ray have
a_common seal and alter the same at pleasure. _

Sec. 2. The inhabitants of said schaol district who are quali-
fied by law to vote at any district school meeting shall be
authorized to invy a tax not exceeding two thousand dollars .
in any one year for the purpose of building or repairing a Maj levy bix.
school house, and the recessary fixtures and appendanes theseto,
and for the payment of the wages of teachers, and Yfor the | provi-
ding of fuel, for the purchase of all needful apparatus for the se
of said school and for defraying the necessary incidental experses
for keeping the school in operation.

Sec. 3. The said district shall have power, at the first meetmg
afier the adoption of this act, and aunually thereafter, to ¢hoose To C‘"’“‘ of
a boatd of trustees not less than five nor more than tenin number, cara.

(ihe number to be designated by vote of the electors of such ieet-
ing,} whose duty it shall be to take the generai supei vision of the
financial concerns of said school district, such as contracting with
and paying teachers, building, repairing, renting or furnishing the
necessary buildings or school rooms, or any other Lusiness apper-
taining 1o the office of tristees of school districts and applicable

trustees, different departments of the school for the classification
of scholars of different ages ard advancemerit in studies as the fu-
ture wants and necessities of the district may require. To advance
scholars upon evidence of merit from one departasent to arother.
To prescribe the proper text books. To have power to remove any
of the teachers of said school for incompeteticy of other sufficient
tause; and to have a general supervision over the government attd
discipline of the school. '
Sec. 5. The board of superintendents and board of trustées
Hheir duties. 3Ctingjointly, may emact such rules and by-laws for the regula-
tion of said school as a majority of said board shall deem proper.
Provided, such rules and by-laws shall not conflict with the laws
of the United States ot of this Territory.
o Sec. 6. All schools kept in said district, in pursuance of this
Rtheols to i
whom free;  act, shall be free to all scholars between the ages of four and
and twenty-one years inclusive, who shall permanently resido
therein. But nothing herein contained shall be construed to pro-
hibit the board of trustees from admitling scholars not residents
of said district, into said school upon such terms and conditions
as they may deeth proper,

o . Sg£c.7. That for all meetings called for the purpose mention-

totice. ed in this act the clerk of said district shall notify such meeting

by giving at least ten days’ notice in some paper published in said -
town of Fond du Lac. But if no such paper shall be published
in said town, the clerk shall post up written notices expressing
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the object of such meeting at three or more public places in said
district, at-least ten days before the time of such meeting.

Sec. 8. The trustees of said district shall have power to call
special meetings at such times and places in suid district as they
may deern proper.

Sec. 9. All taxes raised for the purposes contemplated by
this act shall be assessed upon the taxable property of such district Tax how lev.
es exhibited by the last assessment roll of the town, and shall be ied.
levied and collected in the same manner as now provided by law
for collecting taxes for the building of school houses in school dis-
tricts in the counties under the township system of government.

Sec. 10. The same compensation shall be allowed to collec-
tors as are now allowed to collectors of school districts. But no
compensation shall be allowed for the services of any trustees or Compensation
superintendent of said district unless such person shall be ap. of collestor.
pointed an agent for any such board for some specific purpose
and then shall be entitled to receive such compensation as shall
be allowed by the board of trustees.

Sec.11. All moneyscollected by the collector of said district
shall be paid over to the treasure thereof to be paid out only by
order of the board of trustees and fur the purposes contemplated
by this act, for which said treasurer shall receive such compensa-
tion as the board of trustees may allow.

Skc. 12. The board of trustees of said district may receive,
hold and convey for the use of said district any real estate or
other property, given or donated or otherwise acquired for the uses
and purposes specified in this act, in the same manner as indi-
viduals may lawfully do the same.

Skc. 13. This act shall take effect and be in force after the
same shall have been adopted by a vote of the electors of =aid dis-
trict.

Skc. 14.  For this purpose the clerk of said sciool district Clork to moths
number one shall natify a meeting of the inhabitants of said dis- fy mecting.
trict who are qualified by law to vote at school district meetings
to meet and assemble at the school house in said district at such
time as he may appoint, giving at least ten days’ notice thereof,
for the purposes of voting for or against the adoption of this act,
which notices shall be posted up at three or meore places in said
district, and ifa majority of the votes then cast shall be for such
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act, then the same shall take effect from and after such school dis-
trict meeting: Provided, however, that if a majority of the voles
of such district shall be against the adoption of this act, then such
act shall pot take effect untij a majosity of the voters of such dis-
trict at some annual meeting of the same shall adopt the act as be-
fore provided.

Sec. 19.  Whenever schools shall be kept in said districtin a¢-
cordance with the provisions of thisact, the length of time now
required by law, the said district shall be entitled to receive its
portion of the public schoel moneys in the same manner as other
districts.

SEc. 16.  The trpstees of said district may raige by tax a sum
sufficient to pay the dehts of said district incurred in the buildiug

, and furnishing the school house of said district, to be lev-

ied and collected as provided in section nine of this act: Provi-
ded the legal voters of said district shall vote for said tax.

Sec. 17.  No religious creed or sectarian principle shall ever
be made a requisite, either for the admission of scholars into the
said school, or for the employment of teachers thergin, and no par-
ticular religious creed o sectarian principles shall ever be taught
in said school.

Sgc. 18. Thisactmay be altered, amended or repealed by
any future legislature of this Territory or State of Wisconsin,
